For Big Families

DETROIT, July 12.—"I "believe In 


large families," Dr. Clarence Cook 
Little, retiring president of the Uni- 
versity of Michigan, said here after 
delivering- the principal address at 
graduating services at the Detroit 
university school.

LINCOLN, Neb., July 12.—For the 


| first time in history, Nebraska will ue 
faced shortly with a "customs" prob- 
lem, a problem which may make nec- 
essary the guarding or patroling ot 
two of her boundary lines, that divid- 
ing the state from Kansas on the 
south and the Missouri river separat- 
ing Nebraska from Iowa on the east. 


The reason is that the lucrative 


practice of smuggling gasoline across 
from Kansas and Iowa has begun 
with the four-cent gasoline tax law, 
according to Dr. T. W. Bass, collector 
of the gas tax here. 


While the Nebraska gasoline tajc 


was two cents a gallon. Dr. Bass said, 
there was no smuggling trouble, be- 
cause the rate was either the sama 
or higher in the bordering states. But 
when the Nebraska tax went up to 
four cents and the tax in Iowa and 
Kansas was boosted to only three, it 
made possible a smuggler's profit of 
a clear cent a gallon for hauling the 
| petrol across the state lines. In South 
Dakota. Wyoming and Colorado, Dr. 
Bass said, the tax is four cents, so 
that there is no trouble on the bor- 
ders. 


"But we have already received sev- 


eral reports of smuggling on the Kan- 
sas line, and also across the river 
from Iowa." Dr. Bass said. "It seems 
likely that the problem will have to 
be met by putting a man or men in' 
the field to patrol the borders and to 
intercept the smugglers. 


"There is a good profit in it for 


them. We hear that they are haul- 
ing gasoline in from Kansas, failing 
to report the purchase in that state, 


, and selling it here at four cents a g^.1- 
Ion above the normal retail price. 
They pay no tax in Kansas and pet 
the benefit of the tax here, they cheat 
both states and make a handsome 
profit."
